I, shall be of the face value of 
two hundred and fifty dollars ; of the face value of five hun- 
dred dollars; of the face value of one thousand dollars; and 
of the face value of ten thousand dollars; the number of 
Bonds of each denomination to be such as the Governor in 
Council shall deem proper, but so that the face value of the 
whole issue shall not exceed the amount of the loan provided 
by the said Act. In all respects except face value the said 
Bonds shall be the same as the Bonds in said Act provided, 
and shall be held to be Bonds issued under the provisions of 
said Act, and shall be of the form of Schedule “ D,” with the 
value appropriate to each denomination set forth therein. 


Form of coupons. & Lhe Coupons provided by section 3 of the said Act 
shall be of the form of Schedule “E” thereto with the 
amount of interest appropriate to each denomination set 
forth therein. 


Respecting 3, Any persons who at the time of the passing of this Act 
ae are holders of Debenture Bonds issued under the said Act, 


may deliver the same to the Minister of Finance and Cus- 
toms, and the Minister shall accept the same and cause them 
to be cancelled and destroyed, and shall give in exchange 
therefor to such person a Debenture Bond or Debenture 
Bonds of larger denomination of equal value to any such 
Debenture Bonds so delivered up.

The Bank of Montreal, the sum of five thousand dollars. 
The Bank of Nova Scotia, three thousand dollars. 
The Royal Bank of Canada, two thousand dollars. 


Any other Bank, before entering into business, shall pay 
a& minimum tax of two thousand dollars. 


The first of such payments shall be made on the 30th day 
of June, 1907. 


2. Every sum hereby made payable shall, as from the Rosnecting the re- 
date when it shall become payable, constitute a debt due Sorry of sueh 
and payable to His Majesty from the Bank; and such debt 
may at any time be recovered in any Court of competent 
jurisdiction, and shall constitute a first charge on the pro-

fairly due in respect of such principal, interest 
and charges as the Court, having regard to the 
risk and all the circumstances, considers reason- 
able; and if any such excess has been paid (or 
allowed in account by the debtor, may order the 
creditor to re-pay it; and may set aside, either 
wholly or in part, or revise. or alter, any security 
given or agreement made in respect of money lent 
by the money-lender, and, if the money-lender has 
parted with the security, may order him to indem- 
nify the borrower or other person sued. 


(3) Any Court in which proceedings might be taken for 
the recovery of money lent by a money-lender 
shall have and may, at the instance of the bor- 
rower or surety or other person liable, exercise 
the like powers as may be exercised under this 
section where proceedings are taken for the re- 
covery of money lent; and the Court shall have 
power, notwithstanding any provisions or agree- 
ment to the contrary, to entertain any application 
under this Act by the borrower, or surety, or other 
person liable, notwithstanding that the time for 
repayment of the loan, or any instalment thereof, 
may not have arrived: provided that a person 
shall not be entitled to apply to the Court under

Law, of 21 Doughty street, London, W. C., (atl of whom are 
hereinafter referred to as the Contractors, which expression 
shall, when the context so admits, include the Contractors 
and their assigns), of the second part ; 


Whereas it is desirable to establish a safer and speedier 
means of communication between Great Britain, Treland, and 
the continent of North America, by way of and through the 
Island of Newfoundland, and thereby to facilitate and pro- 
mote the development of the resources of the said Island ;

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And whereas the said means of communication would be 
of Imperial importance and of great strategic value in time 
of war by affording a route quicker and less exposed to 
attack than any now existing route ; 


And whereas such means of communication would also 
establish a quicker route between Great Britain and the 
Pacific Coast of the continent of America, the Colonies of 
Australia and New Zealand, Japan, and the countries of the 
Far East ; 


And whereas it is believed that substantial assistance and 
support would be afforded for such means of communication 
by the Governments of the various countries which would 
be benefited thereby ; 


And whereas certain negotiations have taken place be- 
tween the parties hereto with a view to the investment of 
capital by the said firm of Ochs Brothers in the establish- 
ment of such means of communication, for which purpose 
they intend to form a eompany or corporation under the 
style and title of “The British-Newfoundland Railway and 
and Steamship Company, Limited,” or such other similar 
style and title as may be decided upon. 


Now this Agreement witnesseth that the Government and 
the Contractors do hereby mutually covenant and agree as 
follows :— 


1, In this Agreement, unless the context requires a differ- 
ent meaning, the word “railway” or “railways” shall mean 
the track, right. of way, road-bed, cuttings, embankinents,

24. Upon the expiration of the said period of twenty-five 
years, if the Government shall desire to continue to avail 
itself, for the carriage of the Newfoundland mails, of the 
service of the said railway and the said steamships, or either 
of them, the amount to be paid by the Government to the 
Contractors in respect of the carriage of such mails, and the 
terms and conditions upon which the same shall be conveyed 
by the Contractors, shall be determined by arbitrators to be 
appointed in manner hereinafter provided : 


25. (a) When, and so soon as, the said railway, and the said 


steamships, shall have been constructed, equipped,

each block. The measurement of the longest boun- 
p dary of any of the blocks, other than those abut- 
| ting on the railway or the areas to be granted for 
| terminal facilities or the site for the railway track, 
| to be not more than five miles, and the boundaries 
of said blocks, except such boundaries as are formed 
by the seashore, to be on true meridian or parallels 
of latitude: Provided always that the total area 
of the lands to be so granted, wherever situated, 
shall not exceed altogether 125,000 acres. The 
surveys of the said blocks of land shall be made by 
the Contractors at their own expense by surveyors 
to be approved by the Governor in Council, whose 
survey shall be subject to like approval, and the 
grants in fee simple in respect thereof shall be 
made by the Government to the Contractors on the 
completion of each of the said surveys. 





(b) The Government shall also convey to the Contractors, 
in fee simple, all mines, ores, precious metals, mine- 
rals and stones, and all mineral oils, and peat and 
slate, of every kind in and under any lands con- 
veyed under sub-clause (a) of this clause, but such 
title shall not convey any exclusive right to water 
powers or lakes. 


(c) The Contractors and their assigns shall be at full

aforesaid. | 
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26. The Contractors and their assigns shall pay to the 
Government in each and every year, as and by way of
